One of the largest convict lessees in 
the state of Georgia, and the man who 
has probably madé more money out of 
the tbusiness of leasing convicted crim- 
inais than any other in the state, was 
before the legislative investigating 
committee last night in the presence of 
Dr. W. B. Hamby. 

Pr. Hamby secured convicts from the 
prison commission when other bidders 
were clamoring for them. He secured 
men at $221.28, the price he originally 
bid. when others :were offering $300, 
/ $500, and even as high as $630 for these 
same men. 

Big Gains by Dr. Hamby. 

On being awarded men at less than 
$20 a month, Dr. Hamby would turn 
them over to other bidders at $30, $40 
' and $50 a month. 

‘Asked Row it nappened he was bdhus 
favored by the prison commMission, he 
stated that, in his opinion, the commis- 
Aion was confined in its operations of 
leasing convicts. to the original bidders 
No matter how many others put in bids 
for convicts to we disposed of, they 
must be held until one of the original 
lessees called for them.

W. M. Toomer, formerly of Waycross, 
Ga., and now of Jacksonville, Fia., had 
put itn ae bid four years ago for 500 
felony convicts, The bids were opened 
in a closed room and the number indi- 
cated awarded.

Fearing that she could not guide the 
huge car in safety to the bottom of the 
grade, on account of the sharp turns 
in the road, the young woman endeav- 
ored to steer it against the high bank 
on the right, believing that the fric- 
tion on the wheels would bring it to 
a stop.

During part of the time Mr. Moore 
was connected with the prison commis- 
sion, witness stated they were partners 
in a real estate business in Atlania. 
Moore still owes witness $5,000, se- 
cured by a mortgage on a house on 
Hiouston street. 

Dr. Hamby denied positively that he 
had received any inside inNvormation 
from members of the prison commis- 
Sion in advance of making his bid. He 
said that these men were employed at 
Astoria and Fargo. He ceased using 
convicts in the spring of 1905 

He paid extra compensation to his 
wardens, seldom more than $25 to $50 
a month, in exchange for which pay 
they usually acted as woods riders. 
Other guards and convicts who render- 
ed good service were rebated the 
amount of their poard. He considered 
tnat in doing this ‘ne was doing noth- 
ing improper, as it -was impossible to 
secure competent men at the salary paid 
Dy the state. 

On one occasion he asked Jake Moore 
to make a price at which he should bid 
on convicts. Moore received no pay for 
this service. 

Men Began to Run Short. 


In the first part of 1906 his quota ot 
of the men styled “undesirable citizens’ as convicts which the state gtmmranteed 
by President Roosevelt. keep up, began to run short. He had 

bought up otter contracts calling for 

‘ai an aggregate of 105 men. Thig gave 

him a total of 605. ~ His contracts for 
these men and the annual cost follows: 

Five hundred men from state at 
$221.25. 

(Fifty men fromh Callahan at $220.75. 

Thirty men from McCree at $25 a 
month, $300. 

Twenty-five men from 
a month. $324. 

All these men were sublet in lots at 
tne following price: $22.50, $24.50, $25, 
$28, $30, $32, $35, $37.50, $40, $45, $47.50, 
$52.50. 

Asked about his relationship with 
Jake Moore in convict deals, he said 
the only case of aid from this source, 
he recalled, was when Mr.- Moore se- 
cured for him twenty-five men from Cal- 
lahan & Co., at Bainbridge. Witness 
had heard the Callaaan company had 
men they wished to sublease, and men- 
tioned the maiter to Moore.

Provided for His Family. 


The existence of nepotism in _ its 
rankest form exists at the state farm, 
according to the evidence of Superintend- 
ent Coombs. He testified that six male 
members of his family were on the pay 
roi] more or less regularly. The record 
is as followe: 

A. B. Coombs, superintendent. Sai- 
ary $100 a month and board for him- 
self, family and stock. 

Jim Coombs and Dupree Coombs, sons 
of Superintendent Coombs, aged 16 and 
19, employed ocasionally as guards. 

Dan Coombs and Hudson Coombs, 
nephews of Superintendent Coombs, 
aged |4 and !7, employed occasionally 
as guards. 

O. N. Maxwell, son-in-law of Coombs, 
employed as bookkeeper. 

Superintendent Coombs was visibiy 
enyvbarrassed on the stand when -asked 
abeut the official records of his man- 
agement. He said he had not examin- 
ed the books in the five years of his 
connection with the farm, this work be- 
ing left entirely to his son-in-law. 
Neither did any member of the prison 
commission ever examine the books. 

When asked if he was related in any 
way to any member of the prison com- 
mission, Mr. Coombs replied: ‘‘No, ex- 
cept that I am a cousin of Mrs. J. 8. 
Turner, wife of the chairman of the 
commission.”’ 

The state prison farm i!s under 
direct and immediate supervision of 
the state prison commission. Part of 
the accounts are kept in the office of 
the commission in Atlanta. Convicts 
disabled or broken down in the service 
of-lessees are taken to the farm, where 
they will be under the direct protection 
the commission. Convicts unable to 
do hard labor are kept there until they 
are built up physically. 

Witness excited a good deal of amusa- 
ment as well as compassion in the 
crowded court room. He is a very 
large man; with a very red face and 
very small eyes. He gave with pride 
answers that would have embarrassed 
many peofde, and showed much per- 
turbation of spirit whenever thé com- 
mittee endeavored to locate the exist- 
ence of anything like system in the 
manner of keeping the farm’s books 
and accounts.

|, Oyster Bay, August 3.—Whether the 
| dismaissal from the West Point Mili- 
| tary academy of the eight cadets who 
had been found guilty of hazing is to 
| be made permanent or the young men 
reinstated through congréssional ac- 
tion Or executive clemency, is still un- 
dewetermined. This attitude of the geov- 
ernment is set forth in an official 
Statement issued today by President 
Roosevelt through Rudolph _ Foster, 
who is the acting private secretary to 
the president in the absence of Secre- 
tary Iwveb, now on his vacation. 

The president characterizes as erro* 
neous contrary announcements made 
earlier by Secretary Loeb and Secreta 
ry of War Luke E. Wright. Teday's 
statement explains that the president 
has not as yet heard finally from the 
secretary of war as to the latter's rece- 
ommendation tn the matter, and that. 
therefore, the national executive has 
reached no final decision. By Secre- 
tary Loeb the president had been re,>- 
resented as approving the dismissal «tf 
the cadets. Subseuently and following 
a conference with Mr. Roosevelt,. Se-.- 
retary Wright told the newspaper men 
that a decision to reinstate offending 
cadets had been reached. 

Statement by Roosevelt.

“The American. people ought 
willing. to pay the railroads a 
compensation for a proper transportae 
tion *service,”’ he said. ‘‘Such a service 
we are now performing, but we are 
not receiving an adequate return. 

“If the railroads are to go on extend- 
ing- their lines, improving those which 
are now operated and providing new 
equipment to take care of the country’s 
business, they must have more revenue. 

“Tr am not in favor of a cold, calcu- 
lating, cruel and horizontal increase in 
the rates. 1 am not a traffic man, and 
[ do not know much about such things, 
but I know that there is a proper way 
to go about a thing, and that there is 
a bungling way to do the same thing.’’ 

Mr. Harriman seemed to favor a gen- 
eral readjustment of freight’ tariffs 
rather than a general increase. He 
believed that many rates are too low, 
and should be increased, but he was 
opposed to a straight 10 per cent in- 
crease in the carrying charges for all 
commodities. . 

‘Is there to be an increase in freight 
rates?’ he was asked. 

“How can I tell,” was the reply, ac- 
companied by a despairing wave of the 
hands. 

“Well, if there is to be no increase 
in freight rates, will there be a de- 
cline in wages?” was the next ques- 
tion. . 

“{ don't care to talk about wages,’ 
said Mr. Harriman, “but the railroad 
laborer is in’ the same position that 
the rallroads should be in.

This the commission refused to do. and 
the railroads found themselves forced 
to increase some rates and restrained 
from increasing others. .

DID NOT SEEK THE POSITION 


Former Congressman Will Be Named 
by Governor Smith Unless Bill 
to Elect by People Is Pass- 
ed by ,the Present 
Legislature. 


Hon. Thomas B. Cabaniss, former 
member of congress from the sixth 
Georgia district, and prominently iden- 
tified with the second Cleveland admin- 
istration, has been informally tendered 
the-appointment to the position of com- 
missioner of pensions of this state, and 
will, in all probability, be appointed Dy 
Governor Hoke Smith between now and 
the close of the legislative session. 

The appointment is for a three-year 
term, as the successor to Hon. J. W. 
Lindsey, whose term of office expires 
this fall. 

It is saids that Mr. Cabaniss did not 
solicit the appointment, and that the 
tender came in the nature of a surprise. 

Mr. Cabaniss is a brother of Hon, H. 
H. Cabaniss, of Atlanta, and his home 
isin Forsyth, Monroe county, Ga., where 
he has practiced law for many years. 
He is a distinguished confederate vet- 
eran, and thas for mamy years been one 
of the most prominent attorneys of tne 
State.

The strong box was kept 
by Superintendent Coombs, and the 
witness charged cash against his pay 
roll and kept up as best he could with 
deposits made in bank by the superin- 
tendent, as the latter kept no pass 
book, “feeling sure the bank would 
keep up with the account all right.” 

Witness ‘produced conceled checks. 

Superintendent Coombs was recalled 
to the stand, and asked if he kept a 
pass book showing his deposits with 
the Milledgeville Banking Company. He 
said he never lh.ad a pass book, and 
never knew the state of his account. 

Mr. Coombs stated proudly he had 
never overlooked his bookkeeper's work 
but once.
